" Apprentice Courses." 

Some young men and young 
women come to lierea with very 
little money, and with no friends 
who can or will help them. Such 
students can, of course, stay only 
a short time. 

The thing for them is hnome 
ah'u to rain iiwnix as ipuckly as 
possible. I'or this piirpus, w, 
offer tli« in tile .Vppn ntu e Courses, 
in which students ^wv hall their 
time to learning a trade which will 
help them in earning money, and 
the other half in such sttidies as 
are mtt iutt$s»ry, like arithmetic 
and the history of our country. 

For young men the apprentir«- 
course is Carpi ntrv us, ol tools, 
framing of buildings, etc. There 
is always work for a good car- 
penter. 

For the young women the ap- 
prentice courses are two; otte in 
Nursing — care of the sick, food 

for the sick, etc. Trained nurses 
earn a dollar a day. and frecpiently 
more. 

The other is in House work - 
cooking, sewing, care of house, 
etc Girls who can hardly earn a 
dollar a week whoi they come to 
us toon beomne able to earn two 
dollars a week, and even more, 
and at the same time they are get- 
ting readv for their own home 
duties whcsever the time may 

come.

How to Plolc the Best School. 

Many people make mistakes 
bei aus. thi-y do not know how 
to |)ick out the right school to at- 
tend. There is as much difference 
in the "points" of schools as of 
horses. 

I. In many schools the student 
goes home every week, and his 

mind i<? taken away from his 
studies. .Xt Herea e\ i-ryiliiiig is 
so arranged as to be most favor- 
able to study. Of course students 
make more rapid progress here. 

a. In most places where there 
are scho<ris there are saloons, and 
countless tamptationa. At Berea 
there are no temptations except 
those that .1 student brings with 
liim. (M course Berea students 
are safer and show greater improve- 
ment in character. 

3. In many schools the lessons 
are only ao minutes long. At 
Berea they are 45 and 55 minutes 
long, and natnnll^ this students 
get better instruction and more 
drill. 

4. In many schools three or 
four teachers try to carry on all 
uf the grades and branches. At 
Berea there is a special teacher for 
each lower grade (sometimes two 
or tiuree, ) and a special teacher for 
each department of advanced 
study. In this way the instruc- 
tion is ( I rt.iin to be vastly better. 

5 In many schools the only things 
to teach from are the books and a 
few maps. At Berea there are 
thousands of dollars worth of ex- 
pensive apparatus. Are not good 
tools as profitable and necessary in 
education as anjrwhsre else? 

6. In many schools there is 
nothing to read < .\( 1 pt the text- 
books. Berea has eighteen thous- 
and liooks. and six literary soci- 
eties; a band, glee clubs, etc., 
which help the young people to 
find amusement and recreation 
that will be profitable. 

7. Most schools are conducted 
to make money, and often the 
teachers take little interest in the 
students. At Bi-rea every teacher 
is a Christian man or woman* and 
will be a r« al friend.
